Haile Selassie in Palestine 
With 10 Tons of Baggage 


Lands at Haifa — 100 Steel Bound Boxes 
Believed to Contain Gold Carried 
Ashore.

JERUSALEM, May 8.—Emperor 
Haile Selassie and his sombre en- 
tourage reached Jerusalem today on 
a journey of self-exile from con- 
quered Ethiopia. The ruler went 
immediately to a hotel with his 
family and nobles upon arriving by 
train from Haifa.

HAIFA, Palestine, May 8&.—Self- 
exiled Emperor Haile Selassie of 
Ethiopia, his family and two de- 
feated Genqals, Ras Kassa and Ras 
Demtu, arrived today aboard the 
British cruiser Enterprise en route 
to refuge in the Holy City. 

The Emperor's face was drawn, 
but he was resplendent in a white 
uniform, leggings and spats. 

Disembarking at 10 a. m., half an 
hour after the arrival of the British 
warship, the King rode from the 
dock to a reception through streets 
patrolled by soldiers armed with 
machine guns and mounted lorries 
guarding against Jew-Arab dis- 
turbances. 

A marine band played the Ethio- 
pian national anthem as Haile Se- 
lassie inspected his guard of honor 


before departing by special train 
for Jerusalem. 

Sailors and dock workers carried 
ashore Many cases laden with gold 
and silver, 10 tons of personal bag- 
gage and dozens of cases of liquor. 
One case broke, spilling red wine 
down the gangplank. 

One hundred _§steel-bound boxes 
were believed to contain the Em- 
peror’s fortune of gold bars and sil- 
ver Maria Theresa thalers. One 
small green cash box was guarded 
by an Ethiopian soldier as it was 
unloaded. 

The stacks of royal suitcases and 
baggage occupied British sailors 
for an hour and a half. 

Emperor Haile Selassie was ac- 
companied down the gangplank by 
his court physician, Dr. Bayenna. 
Other members of the imperial fam- 
ily followed. 

Under the protection of the Brit- 
ish Government.until he reaches 
Jerusalem, it was understood the 
former ruler would then became 
a private individual in the eyes of 
British authorities. Ethiopian 
sources insisted the Emperor, after 
establishing his family, would pro- 
ceed to Europe. 


AIR RAID SHELTERS 
ARE COMPLETED IN

Underground Chambers of 
Concrete Built to Withstand 
Most Powerful Bombs.

BERLIN, May 8 —The German 
capital’s first public anti-air raid 
shelters have been completed in the 
heart of the city. The subterran- 
ean rooms were constructed at Al- 
exander place. 

Experts say that even the most 
formidable bombs could only rock 
the underground construction but 
never smash the _ solid concrete 
walls which begin at a depth of 
about 35 feet. 

The shelter will have a fully 


special provisions for the 
ment of gassed persons.

BARTOW, Fia., May 8.—Signifi-

He 
was recalled to the stand after a 
cross-examination of Eugene F. 
Poulnot and S. J. Rogers, two of 
the flogging victims. 

Russell related that C. W. Car- 
lisle, one of the defendants, ap- 
proached him while an investiga- 
tion was under way shortly after 
the floggings and tried vainly to 
get him to lend his badge, explain- 
ing he had “lost” his. Carlisle cau- 
tioned him, the witness said, to 
“keep his mouth shut” and not to 
tell what went on around police 
headquarters that night of Nov. 30. 

“Get in Touch With Whitaker.” 

Later, Russell said, after Carlisle 
had heard he had been called be- 


sell, “This thing is a lot deeper 
than you think it is—what you 
should do is to get in touch with 
Pat Whitaker and get straightened 
out.” Whitaker is the chief de- 


ussell then related a conversa- 
tion he said he had with defend- 
ant C. A. Brown Jr., leader of the 
raid on the “Modern Democrats.” 
Russell said he told Brown he had 
been called before the State Attor- 
ney and “it looked as though he 
would have to tell all he knew.” 

Brown replied, he testified, that

Cross-examination of Rogers to- 
gay drew from him the statement 
that J. A. McCaskill, the city fire- 
man accused by the State of being 
a police “stool pigeon,” accompa- 
nied the five other “Modern Dem- 
ocrats”’ arrested in a raid, up in an 
elevator to the second floor of po- 
lice headquarters. The others, how- 
ever, have testified the fireman 
was not there. 

Poulnot, recalled to the stand, 
conceded he told the grand jury 
that Police Lieutenant J. L. Ed- 
dings, a previous State’s witness, 
was present when he was _ forced 
into a car outside police headquar- 
ters. 

John W. Scott, a therapist who 
treated Poulnot after the flogging, 
then took the stand for the State 
and attempted to describe his in- 
juries. But the defense began an 
argument, holding the case at is- 
sue is kidnaping, “not murder or 
assault.” 

Judge Dewell overruled the ob- 
jection and the witness said Poul- 
not’s pulse was “so fast it couldn’t 
be counted,” described “six long 
red welts” on his body and de- 
tailed numerous abrasions and 
bruises. 

Grand Jury Record Offered. 

Thus far the transcript of the 
grand jury, testimony of Poulnot 
and Rogers which defense twice 
went to the Supreme Court to ob- 
tain, has failed to indicate many, 
if any, major discrepancies in their 
testimony before that body and in 
this trial.

PARIS, May 8.—Market officials 
today made speculation in foreign

Marcel Regnier, Minister of Fi- 
nance, conferred with President 
Albert Lebrun on the financial 
crisis and it was rumored in the 
lobbies of the Chamber of Deputies 
that Regnier planned to resign be- 
cause of the difficulty in prevent- 
ing panic. 

Speculators, said financial ex- 
perts, apparently had been expect- 
ing the devaluation of the franc 
since they have been paying “ex- 
orbitant” premiums. 

Equals 33 Per Cent Interest. 

Today’s rise in premiums marks 
them up from 80 centimes for the 
dollar and from 4.60 francs for the 
pound, making the premiums equiv- 
alent approximately to 33 and 35 
per cent interest, respectively, an- 
nually. 

Thus, Speculators would find it 
profitable only if the franc should 
be devalued to more than 20 to 
the dollars and 100 to the pound 
within the next three months.

WROTE ‘DECLINE OF THE WEST’ 


German Author Forecast Collapse 
of Occidental Civilization in 
Post-War Volume.

Oswald Spengler, 56 years old, who 
after the war wrote the much-dis- 
cussed book, “Untergang des Aben- 
diandes” (Decline of the West), 
died today. 


Several. years after Dr. Spengler 
wrote the two-volume “Untergang,” 
which predicted a collapse of Occi- 
dental civilization, he forecast that 
man’s increasing efficiency and 
technique would spell his doom.

Some of Defense Questions. 

Typical of questions asked—and 
denied—were: 

“Didn’t you make a speech in 
New York—published in the Social- 
ist Call—saying that Gov. Dave 
Sholtz was responsible for what 
went on Nov. 30 by inciting lynch 
law, calling on the American Le- 
gion to conduct a Ku Klux Klan 
program to drive out by brute force 
all Communists, Socialists and 
Reds. .. . Answer yes or no. 

“Do you believe in the overthrow 
of our Government by force or vio- 
lence? 

“Didn't you say, ‘If we can’t cor- 
rect conditions ,with ballots we will 
use bullets?’” 

“Didn't you curse the United 
States Government, the flag, the 
White House and praise the Gov- 
ernment of Russia? 

“Didn't you say, ‘I am a Com- 
munist and I'm damned proud of 
it?’ 

“Didn't you say you believed in 
the social equality of Negroes and 
whites?” 

Poulnot denied having made such 
remarks, some of them declared by 
the defense counsel to have been 
made to friends of the witness. 
Once he exclaimed “That’s a lie.” 
Frequently, Whitaker would rap on 
the counsel table, point at the wit- 
ness, shake his finger vigorously, 
almost shout his questions. 

Denies Knowing Negro Communist. 

Whitaker tried to force Poulnot 
to say that he was acquainted with

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CONVICTED AT MACON 


Found Guilty on Three of 
Four Charges Made by 
Bar Committee.

MACON, Mo., May 8.—Clinton B. 
Haines, La Plata, former Macon

McLaugh- 
lin immediately issued an informa- 
tion charging embezzlement, and 
Oyler waived a preliminary hear- 
ing, which permitted the case to be 
taken immediately to Circuit Court 
for final disposition. 

Oyler had been at liberty on $10,- 
000 bond since April 23, the day 
after his arrest at .the Marquette 
Hotel. He had been in conference 
with company officers for two days 
before that and had told them he 
was unable to make up the defici- 
ency. After his discharge, because 
of “unsatisfactory service,” he made 
a trip through his territory in an 
unsuccessful effort to straighten his 
accounts. 

Because of his long service with 
the company Oyler had not been 
required to make the usual monthly 
accounting, Bradshaw said. Collec- 
tions, made by salesmen in direct 
sales to stove users, were turned 
over to Oyler, who in turn was sup- 
posed to remit to the company.

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Defeats 103 to 33 Republi- 
can Attempt to Require 
State Relief Grants for 
the WPA. 


By the Associatea Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 8. — The 
House today defeated, 108 to 33, 
Republican efforts to substitute 
State relief grants for thet Works 
Progress Administration in spend- 
ing the $1,425,000,000 fund in the 
$2,364,000,000 deficiency appropria- 
tion : bill, 

Offered by Representatibe Taber 
(Rep.), New York, the amendment 
also would have required at least 
25 per. cent of local contributions 
and administration by local non- 
partisan boards. Taber said: “This 
is not a relief bill—but to continue 
the WPA and political jobs.” 

Administration leaders planned to 
push thet bill to passage. 

A Democratic bloc, headed by 
Representative Beiter (Dem.), New 
York, sought to earmark $3650,000,- 
000 for Secretary of the Interior 
Ickes’ Public Worksh projects. The 
amount was half that to which 
they sought unsuccessfully to bind 
the majority last night in a ca@cus. 

Money to Continue OCC. 

Without debate or amendment, 


‘the House approved the $308,000,000 


provided for the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps until next March 31. To 
enable President Roosevelt to carry 
out an agreement not to reduce 
CCC personnel, the Appropriations 
Committee had sliced $75,000,000 off 
of the relief appropriations and 
added it to the CCC allowance. 

Also without debate, the House 
approved a §$458,631,860 item for the 
newly-inaugurated social security 
program in 1987. 

The first sharp conflict was pre- 
cCipitated by a proposed $39,900,000 
allowance for the Tennessee Valley 
Authority. The majority defeated 
102 to 51 a Republican attempt to 
cut out an item of $3,337,228 for 
starting the Hiwassee Dam. 

In the final two hours of general 
debate, the House heard Chairman 
Buchanan (Dem.), Texas, of the 
Appropriations Committee, declare 
that “the time has come when we 
must stop lending and spending 80 
much money.” However, he defend- 
ed the more than 11 billion dollars 
the Republicans complained had 
been spent on relief to date by the 
New Deal. 

Without mentioning directly the 
PWA-WPA fight, Buchanan de- 
fended the Committee’s action in 
acceding to President Roosevelt's 
request that all the relief funds be 
turned over to Hopkins. 

“Secretary Ickes is an honest 
man,” Buchanan said, but he in- 
sisted “our purpose is to put the 
destitute to work, and therefore 
this bill is centered solely to relieve 
distress.” 

He was applauded by members 


of both parties when he declared | 


that the emergency agencies must 
be restricted to head off “govern- 
ment, not by Congress, but govern- 
ment by corporations.” 

He was €xplaining a proviso writ- 
ten into the bill requiring that 
after June 30, 1937, 13 so-called 
emergency agencies including the

Republican Attack. 

The Republicans, conceding pri- 
vately they had little chance of 
passing their amendments to take 
control of relief funds away from 
Hopkins, but insisting on putting 
the Democrats on record, com- 
pained against past and contem- 
plated handling of relief. 

The relief administration was 
charged by Representative Short 
(Rep.) Missouri, with “gross in- 
compentency, rank inefficiency and 
in some cases downright dishon- 
esty.” He said the bill was “an 
ignoble attempt to bribe the Amer- 
ican electorate with the taxpay- 
ers’ money. 

Representative Tréadway (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, declared he thought 
“This bill continuing the bureaucra- 
cy, regimentation and boondoggling 
methods is wrong.” 

“If anybody ean contend the em- 
ployment situation has been im- 
proved by the ‘Hopkins method,’” he 
said, “I fail to see it. It has failed 
absolutely in its purposes, the only 
thing it has done is to set up a fine 
political machine.” 

Rovreséntative Maas (Rep.), Min- 
nesota, asserted the Republican 

not opposed to relief, but 
he said “We want to divorce relief 
from partisan political control.” 

The $1,425,000,000 requested for re- 
lief Was termed a “retreat” on the 
part of the administration, by Rep- 
resentative Marcansonio (Rep.), New 
York. He is the author of a bill, 
on which a labor sub-committee has 
been holding hearings, calling for a 
$6,000,000,000 program.

MAPPING. MACHINE 


Declares Device Simplifies Mak- 
ing of Topographic Maps 


From Air. 


A young St. Louis engineer, Er 
nest R. Swanson, has invented a 
topographic mapping machine, de- 
signed for use with aerial photo 
graphs, which he asserts will make 
the now complicated process of ac- 
curate aerial mapping almost as 
simple as tracing with a pencil the 
outlines of an already existing map. 

Swanson, a 30-year-old engineer 
employed in the United States Dis- 
trict Engineer’s office hese, com- 
pleted the design of his machine, 
which he calls the aerostereograph, 
after several years of study of ex- 
isting processes. His regular duties, 
supervision of aerial mapping in 
the Engineer’s office, assisted him 
in his research and in the _ eve- 
nings he has continued his activ- 
ities in a small workshop at 2320 
South Grand boulevard. 

There he has built a crude work- 
ing model of his device and per- 
fected the design on which patent 
claims were allowed a month ago. 
He said today he had obtained fi- 
nancial backing and planned to 
form a corporation, construct the 
machine and enter the map-making 
business. 

Claims for New Machine. 

Virtues claimed by Swanson for 
his invention are extreme simplic- 
ity of operation, accuracy, mobil- 
ity of the equipment and compara- 
tively low initial and operative 
cost. Existing equipment for ac- 
curate mapping from aerial photo- 
graphs is rare because of the pro- 
hibitive cost of the machines, Swan- 
son asserted. In addition their great 
weight restricts their use to per- 
manent offices and their complex- 
ity of operation makes map produc- 
tion expensive. 

The principle on which the aero- 
stereograph operates is similar to 
that of the stereoscope. Two aerial 
photographs of a given area, taken 
from successive positions in the 
course of the airplane’s flight, are 
projected as a single image onto 
a screen with light rays of two 
complementary colors, such as red 
and blue. The operator views the 
image on the screen through spec- 
tacles, the lenses of which are of 
similar complementary colors, with 
the result that the area photo- 
graphed appears in sharp relief. 
So far the principle applied is sim- 
ilar to that of the stereopticon, and 
also to that of the more recent 
stereoscopic views shown at mov- 
ing picture theaters. 

How the Device Is Used. 

The screen on which the op- 
erator sees the image of the aerial 
photographs is in fact a sort of 
transparent drawing board, bear- 
ing tracing cloth or paper on which 
the operator can reproduce with a 
pencik the topographic features 
shown, The optical illusion created 
by the stereoscopic view is so great 
that the plane of the” drawing 
board appears to pass horizontally 
through the vertical irregularities 
of the terrain. Thus the operator 
can draw accurately the contour 
lines, or lines of equal elevation, 
which are an important part of ev- 
ery topographic,.map, by moving 
his. pencil on the tracing cloth at 
all points where the pencil point 
appears to be in contact with the 
grouné. By adjustment of the ma- 
chine, the apparent plane of the 
drawing board may be raised or 
lowered, accurately, to any desired 
elevation, so that contour lines 
may be drawn in at the desired 
elevations. 

Swanson pointed out that his 
machine, which is light enough to 
be carried by two men and may 
be shipped by truck, will be use- 
ful not only in the mapping of in- 
accessible regions in connection 
with engineering developments, 
but also in war, for making of 
military maps. The only informa- 
tion needed in advance about the 
area to be mapped is the location 
and elevation of. a few control 
points on the ground.

BS-CENT SCHOOL TAX 


Board Finance Body Recom- 
mends Reduction of Board 
Sinking Fund Rate. 


A recommendation for retention 
of the genera! school tax rate at 85 
cents on the $100 valuation for 1936 
and reduction of the bond sinking 


fund rate from 8 cents to 2 cents 
was adopted by the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Board of Education 
yesterday by a 2 to 1 vote. 

Mrs. Elias Michael and Dr. David 
C. Todd voted for keeping the gen- 
eral rate at the same level as in 
recent years; Richard Murphy, 
chairman of the committee, voted 
against it. It was anticipated that 
Murphy would present a minority 
report to the board at its monthly 
meeting Tuesday, advocating an 83- 
cent general rate but agreeing to 
the 2cent sinking fund rate. The 
2-cent reduction of the general rate 
would save $1 on the annual tax 
bill of a piece of property assessed 
at $5000 and would cost the board 
about $200,000 in revenue. 

Members of the board have indi- 
cated that the rates of 85 cents and 
2 cents, as favored by the commit- 
tee majority, were likely to be 
adopted by the board. The Real 
Estate Exchange recently urged re- 
duction of the general rate to 75 
cents, but all others appearing at a 
public hearing spoke for retention 
of the 85-cent levy. 

It has been pointed out that the 
board would close its fiscal year 
June 30 with an excess in the treas- 
ury, above immediate needs, of 
about $1,600,000, but that a variety 
of additional expenses confronted 
the board. 

There has been discussion of a 
restoration of the old salary level 
of school employes, but this will 
not be settled until the annual 
budget is adopted in July. For the 
last four years all school employes 
have accepted a 10 per cent reduc- 
tion of salaries because of the 
board's financial stringency. Resto- 
ration of the old schedule would 
cost about $900,000. Employment of 
additional teachers next autumn 
doubtless will be necessary, be- 
cause of the size of many classes. 


DR. J. EARL SMITH SPEAKS 
ON DIPHTHERIA IMMUNIZATION 


Says 3000 Children’s Lives Might 
Have Been Saved in U. 8S. Last 
Year With Serum. 

The lives of 3000 children who 
died of diphtheria in the United 
States last year might have been 
saved if they had been immunized 
against the disease, Dr. J. Earl 
Smith, epidemiologist of the St. 
Louis Division of Health, declared 
yesterday in an address over radio 
station KMOX. 

The child should be immunized 
after he is six months old, Dr. 
Smith said. “The earlier in life 
that the immunization is done the 
less annoying to the child and its 
parents, and the more certain the 
result, as far as protection from 
diphtheria is concerned. Should 
one injection fail to establish im- 
munity an additional injection prac- 
tically always accomplishes the de- 
sired result.” 

It requires about two months for 
the toxoid to give immunity, con- 
sequently parents should immunize 
their children before an epidemic 
breaks out in their neighborhood, 
Dr. Smith continued. Private phy- 
gsicians or the city clinics at the 
Municipal Courts Building, 2647A 
Washington avenue and 4209% 
Race Course avenue, give the tox- 
oid.

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35-HOUR WEEK IN NEW 
ANTHRACITE CONTRACT 


Reduction From 48 at Same 
Daily Rate of Pay Under 
Negotiators’ Agreement. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 8—A new 
two-year wage contract for the an- 
thracite industry, providing a five- 
day, 35-hour week effective next 
May 1, was approved last night by 
the 14 members of the joint confer- 
ence of operators’ and miners’ rep- 
resentatives, after 12 weeks of ne 
gotiations. The United Mine Work- 
ers estimated jobs would be pro- 
vided for 50,000 miners under the 
agreement, which still must be ap- 


proved by the union rank and file 
and the operators. Approval, how- 
ever, was considered little more 
than a formality. 


The reduction of the present 
work week of 48 hours is to be 
without reduction in daily rates of 
pay. The industry normally em- 
ploys about 150,000 men but now is 
operating with approximately two- 
thirds of that number. 


The proposed contract provides 
for extensions of the work week 
to six days on any of 12 weeks 
throughout the year and other ex- 
tensions at the discretion of a 
board set up for that purpose; a 
complete checkoff, permitting op- 
erators to deduct union dues from 
the pay of their workers; full re- 
sponsibility of district and interna- 
tional union officers to prevent 
strikes in violation of the pact; a 
modified equalization of work, and 
establishment of a commission to 
deal with labor problems. 


Work equalization is designed to 
provide work for a “substantial 


number” of unemployed. It is esti- - 


mated 40,000 miners are jobless. 

Besides, a joint commission is to 
be created to make a study of the 
health and safety standards of the 
industry, with a view to improving 
conditions and reducing to the low- 
est possible minimum the hazard 
of accidents.

NEW RADIO SYSTEM 
FOR BLIND PLANE 
LANDINGS TESTED 


It Is Said to Have Guided 200 
Ships Smoothly Down 
Automatically. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, May 8.—W. A. Patter- 
son, president of United Air Lines, 
announced yesterday the develop- 
ment of apparatus intended to en- 
able planes to make blind landings 
at airports in darkness or heavy 
fog. 

The apparatus has undergone 
secret tests at the Oakland (Cal.) 
Municipal Airport. Patterson said 
it guided 200 landings “so smoothly 
passengers couldn’t tell when the 
wheels were on the ground.” 

The device works, he explained, 
with radio beams such as are now 
used to keep all transport ships on 
their courses. Two beams are used, 
one for horizontal flying and the 
other for landing. 

The human pilot picks up the 
landing radio signal five miles from 
his landing place, 1000 feet in the 
air. He sets a lever turning the ship 
over to an automatic pilot, turns 
his throttle down to landing speed, 
and waits for the plane to land 
itself. The ship follows the radio 
beam to its source on the runway. 

Patterson said the device prob- 
ably would not be used on regular 
flights for two years because of the 
necessity for special equipment.

Champion Tony Canzoneri in their 
McLarnin weighed 143, Canzoneri 


| Dr. William Walker, New York 
State Athletic Commission physi- 
cian, examined the veteran fighters 


and pronounced them in the pro- 
verbial “pink of condition.” 
Surrounded by one of the largest 
crowds ever to witness the weigh- 
ing-in ceremonies of a non-title 
bout, McLarnin and Canzoneri 
shook hands, smiled and exchanged 
pleasantries of the day. 
Although McLarnin’s weight ad- 
vantage was less than had been an- 
ticipated, the rugged Vancouver 
battler, who will be making his first 
fight since dropping the welter 
title to Barney Ross a year ago, 
continued the 7 to 5 betting choice. 
However, it was considered likely 
the bout might be an even-money 
affair by ring time. 
“I expect to win by a knockout 
in six rounds or less,” predicted 
Canzoneri. 
McLarnin was conservative but 
equally confident. “I don’t predict 
a knockout, but I'll win the deci- 
sion,” said Jimmy. “I might quit 
the ring for keeps if I don’t win 
this one.” 
Garden officials, with some $50,- 
000 already in the till, are talking 
about a near-capacity crowd and a 
gate of close to $80,000 for their 
10-round fistic natural. It’s been 
a long time since any battlers be- 
low the heavyweight class have 
stirred up so much talk. Unable to 
get any reliable dope, the boys 
have decided to come out and see 
for themselves. 
Starts at 8 P. M. St. Louis Time. 
Those extra pounds which Mc- 
Larnin will carry into the ring 
(about 8 p. m. St. Louis time) are 
the cause of most of the disputes. 
The main question is wether the 
135-pound champion can spot a dan- 
gerous rival that much weight and 
still put up the same kind of fight 
he does against opponents of his 
own size, 
There are other questions being 
discussed along Forty-ninth_street, 
too.

JEWISH LAD IS

CHICAGO, May 8—The job of 
picking Uncle Sam’s team of boxers 
which will carry on for him in the 
Olympic Games in Berlin this sum- 
mer narrows down to 64 survivors 
who will crawl into two rings to- 
night to engage in 48 battles in the 
semifinal round. The 16 finalists 
will fight it out in the Chicago 
Stadium May 20 to determine just 
who will sail the Atlantic. 

A 20-year-old Jewish lad, Lou 
Gevinson, a clerk in the Treasury 
Department at Washington, D. C., 
proved the sensation of 35 battles 
fought in the opening round last 
night. This southpaw featherweight, 
reminding old timers of Lew Tend- 
ler, famous Philadelphia light- 
weight, bowled over his two oppo- 
nents in decisive fashion and served 
notice that he would be a tough foe 
to conquer. He first knocked out 
Corp. Paul Bensiihe of the U. S. 
Army, dropping him for the count 
in the second round after previous- 
ly flooring him for a count of nine. 
Then Gevinson scored a technical 
knockout over Elmer Kelly of Loy- 
ola University, New Orleans, after 
spilling him twice. 

6500 Watch the Show. 
Gevinson, a sharpshooting, hard- 
punching youngster, is ambitious to 
make the trip to Berlin and the op- 
ponents he meets tonight will not 
crush that ambition, he said. Gev- 
inson’s sharp ring tactics won the 
admiration of 6500 shrieking spec- 
tators who sweltered in the heat of 
the big amphitheater in Chicago’s 
stockyards to witness the initial 
scrimmages.

EN ROUTE TO ST. LOUIS, May 8.—On their way home from a

Marek is an intelligent, observ- 
ing fellow. He hopes to meet 
Louis again some day, but he 
doesn't think he is ready for “the 
embalmer” as yet, conceding that 
Louis’ professional education has 


gone far beyond his own. However, 


Max is sure he will catch up with 
Joe some day, and in the meantime 
his estimate of Louis’ ability is 
very interesting. 

Weaving Style Beat Joe. 


“He is a great fighter,” Max 
“He can box, and | 


Marek told us. 
he can punch, and the reason he 
makes his punches tell so much on 
an opponent, is his aim. He always 
hits ‘em again and again in the 
same place, generally the chin, and 
softens up that spot for his knock- 
out punch. 

“When I fought him in Boston in 
33. he bowled me over in the first 
round. I don’t remember what he 
hit me with, but when I got back 
to my corner my second told me to 
get out there and keep weaving on 
Joe. I'm partial to body punching. 
I think that’s my strong suit, so 
from then on I just kept punching 
at Joe’s body. I can still hear 
my handler yelling from the corner 
in violation of the amateurs’ rules, 
‘Weave Max, weave.” 

“Well, I guess I weaved as I 
punched, and I wound up with the 
decision. Afterwards I had to 
beat another fellow named Wilson 
for the light-heavyweight title. I’ve 
seen Joe in several fights since 
then, and, of course, he has _ im- 
proved a lot, but he still has the 
same general style he had then. 

“He was a great amateur, and I 
think it was his accuracy that had 
a lot to do with making him what 
he is today. He don’t miss many 
punches.” 

Marek’s analysis of Joe’s sharp- 
shooting is confirmed by many oid- 
timers. They will tell you that he 
is perhaps the most accurate punch- 
er since the master boxer of them 
all, Joe Gans, the Baltimore Negro 
who held the title of lightweight 
champion of the world. 

It is doubtful, however, if Louis 
can call his shots as Gans used to 
do, though he probably got that 
trick of hitting his opponents again 
and again on the same spot from 
Gans through Jack Blackburn, who 


was Gans’ boxing rival. . “Tad,” 

the cartoonist, called Gans “the 

old marster,” and the name fitted. 
Nate Lewis Knows His Type. 

Nate Lewis, the Chicago boxing 
promoter, who was one of the first 
to proclaim Louis a coming star, 
and who promoted some of Joe’s 
first big-time battles, tells a story 
that illustrates Gans’ trick of 
readying up an opponent for a 
knockout through his astounding 
accuracy. 

Lewis had Kid Herman, a Chi- 
cago lightweight, matched to fight 
+Gans at Tonopah, Nev., for some 
new promoters who were trying to 
duplicate Tex Rickard’s promotion 
of the Gans-Nelson battle at Gold- 
field to ballyhoo their camp. Her- 
man was a tough, willing kid, and 
Lewis honestly felt he had some 
sort of a chance to beat Gans, but 
before the battle, strange rumors 
were going about Tonopah about 
the probable outcome. e 

Lewis met Gans in the street one 
day and mentioned these rumors, 
and asked Joe if something was 
doing, to which Joe replied: 

“Well, Mist’ Lewis, Ah’m the 
champion, and iffen they was any- 
thing doin’, it'd be foh your boy, 
wouldn’t it? But Ah don’t know 
of anything doing. The fight’ll go 
eight rounds, Mist’ Lewis.” 

“Eight rounds?” said Nate, some- 
what startled. “Say, I’ve got $1500, 
all the money I’ve got in the world, 
that the kid’ll go 20, anyway.” 

“Mist’ Lewis,” said Joe, earnestly, 
“you bettah lay ‘at money off. It’ll 
go eight rounds.” 

First Came the Softeners. 

Lewis thought the slim, plaintive 
looking champion was either jest- 
ing, or bluffing, and walked away, 
but when he was some distance off, 
Joe called to him and held up his 
fingers, and said: 

“Eight rounds, Mist’ Lewis, eight 
rounds.” 

“Well,” Nate says, “we were go- 
ing into the eighth round, and Her- 
man was unhurt and I said to my- 
self, ‘that coon was trying to scare 
me, he couldn’t knock us out in 50 
rounds,’ and I felt pretty good, but 
all of a sudden I noticed Joe was 
tagging the kid with little short 
jolts to the chin, and always in 
the same place, and every time he 
tagged, Herman shook, and then 
with about 15 seconds to the final 
bell—bop! 

“Tt was all over. No,” sighed Nate 
Lewis, “there never was a guy as 
accurate as old Joe before him, and 
I never thought I’d see one since 
until this Joe Louis came along. 
He hits right where he points, that 
boy does.”

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 8.—The 
suggestion of Joseph E. Widener 
that a chute be built at the head 
of the stretch for the running of 
future Kentucky derbies or that 
the race be shortened to avoid the 
sharp turn at the start, was vetoed 
today by Col. Matt J. Winn. 

“It can’t be done,” said the 
Churchill Downs executive director. 

“The track is 80 feet wide, down 
the stretch. That means we couldn't 
start more than 16 horses, were the 
starting point moved up., As it is 
we could accommodate 24 horses, 
if necessary, at the start, as there 
is a width of 120 feet there, made 
so by the fact that the fense separ- 
ating the track from the grounds 
runs at an angle.” 

Col. Winn said it would be im- 
possible to build a chute a quarter 
of a mile back from the head of 
the stretch, “as that avould put us 
across Central avenue, owned by 
the city.” 

He said that shortening the race 
would do something to the Derby 
that “would take away its glamour.” 

Widener, owner of Brevity, over- 
whelming Derby favorite, which 
lost to Bold Venture by a head 
after a bad jam-up at the start, 
said a few days after the race that 
“there always will be a jam at the 
start of the Derby as long as the 
race is started from a stallgate on 
a turn.”

WESTONBIRT, Engiand, May 8. 
— Already uneasy about their 
chances of retaining the interna- 
tional Westchester Cup when they 
face England here next month, 
America’s polo stars have begun 
viewing with alarm the addition 


of one of the. world’s leading play- 
ers to the British side. 

Gerald Balding, who has lived at 
Rumson, N. J., for the past six 
years, was added to the British

(Mike) Ansell playing above his 
rating of six goals, the side un- 
doubtedly will make things tough 
for whatever American lineup Rob- 
ert E. Strawbridge Jr., the team 
captain, selects.

McCormick Tells Rotary Club It 
Was “Voted a General Power 
of Inquisition.”

CHICAGO, May 8&—Col. Robert 
R. McCormick, publisher of the Chi- 
cago Tribune, assailed the Black 
senatorial committee last night as 
one ofganized to “harass and ter- 
rorize opponents of administration 
measure” with a power of inquisi- 
tion he said was declared illegal in 
England 150 years ago. 

Addressing the Rotary Club of 
Chicago on “The Freedom of the 
Press,’ McCormick declared the 
fight for that freedom was not yet 
won. 

Of the creation and activity of 
the Black Committee, he stated: “It 
was voted a general power of in- 
quisition by the Senate, known as 
a general warrant in England and 
declared illegal there 150 years ago; 
known as a writ of assistance in 
the American colonies, where its 
use was one of the causes of the 
revolution. 

“Armed with this illegal weapon 
of tyranny, the committee and its 
agents took forcible possession of 
the offices and houses of citizens, 
rifled their personal belongings, 
read their private correspondence, 
stole their telegrams, and, it is 
charged, opened their mail in the 
postoffice and tapped their tele- 
phone wires. 

“The victims,” he continued, 
were haled to Washington and sub- 
jected to vile abuse by the Sen- 
ators, all the while standing in 
danger of assault by the plug-uglies 
paid from the &mmittee’s secret 
fund.” 

McCormick is chairman of the 
Committee on Freedom of the Press 
of the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association.

Bicycles “Pet Peeves.” 

The growing army of bicyclists 
have been the “Pet Peeves” of Brit- 
ish motorists for some time. Auto- 
mobile drivers contend “bike” rid- 
ers clutter the highways, take much 
of the pleasure from motoring and 
increase traffic hazards. 

London, where vehicular and 
pedestrian traffic is heaviest, rec- 
ords the greatest number of acci- 
dents and fatalities. 

In 1935 the number of private 
and commercial motor cars in 
London was 567,237, some 79 per 
cent more than 1925. In the same 
10 years bicycles in London in- 
creased 53 per cent, buses de- 
creased 13 per cent, motorcycles 
increased 23 per cent and horse- 
drawn vehicles declined approx- 
imately 65 per cent. 

In most countries of Continental 
Europe, the bicycle still is the ma- 
jor form of individual transporta- 
tion. The ratio for Europe as a 


| whole is estimated at seven bicycles 


to every automobile as compared 
with about 17 automobiles to ewery 
bicycle in the United States. 

2,500,000 Bicycles in Holland. 

Holland, about the size of Mary- 
land, and with a population one- 
sixteenth that of the United States, 
boasts 2,500,000 bicycles. 

Relatively low wages and _ short 
distances in most of the countries, 
as well as the high cost of gasoline, 
are important factors in Europe’s 
bicycle preference. 


SIR WALTER RALEIGH FIRST 
EDITION GIVEN TO ILLINOIS U, 


“History of the World” Was Print- 
ed 322 Years Ago; Written While 
Author Was in Prison. 


URBANA, Ill, May 8.—A first 
edition of Sir Walter Raleigh’s 
“History of the World,” printed 322 
years ago, has been given to the 
University of [llinois library by 
John E. Chester, Pittsburgh, Pa., 
civil engineer and book collector 
who was graduated from the uni- 
versity in 1891. 

Raleigh’s history was printed in 
1614 and only six other copies of 
the first edition are known. The 
binding has been repaired and the 
book is in excellent condition. Ev- 
ery page is perfect. The covers 
measure 13 by 8% inches and the 
book is 3% inches thick. The au- 
thor’s name does not appear on the 
title page, as at the time of publi- 
cation he was in disfavor with King 
James I and in prison, where the 
book was written. Sir Walter was 
confined from 1603 to 1616. He was 
executed in 1618. An elaborate en- 
graving by Reinold LElstracke 
adorns the title page. It is de- 
scribed on the facing page in anony- 
mous verses credited to Ben Jonson. 

Other known copies of the book 
are in the British museum, London; 
Bodleian Library, Oxford, England; 
Cambridge University library, Cam- 
bridge, England; Trinity College 
library, Dublin, Ireland; Hunting- 
ton library, Los Angeles, Cal., and 
Chapin library, Williams College, 
Williamston, Mass. 


SENATE PASSES BILL FOR TAX 
REVISION IN VIRGIN ISLANDS 


Previously Had Approved Measure 
to Give Caribbean Group a 
Permanent Government.

WASHINGTON, May 8. — The 
Senate approved yesterday an 
amended administration bill to re- 
vise the taxation system in the 
Virgin Islands. The Senate several 
days ago passed a measure giving 
the islands in the Caribbean Sea a 
government similar to Alaska’s. The 
tax bill already has been approved 
by the House, where the permanent 
government act is pending. 

The tax revision is aimed at 
breaking the grip of an‘ alleged 
oligarchy of landowners. Under 
the existing system levies are com- 
paratively light on idle land, put- 
ting a premium on keeping it out 
of cultivation. 

St. Thomas, St. John and St. 
Croix comprise the Virgin Island 
group which the United States 
bought from Denmark in 1917 for 
$25,000,000. Former President Hoo- 
ver called them “an effective poor- 
house.”

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FDWARD B. VREELAND DIES; 
AUTHOR OF CURRENCY MEASURE 


Former Congresman Was National 
Figure Following Panic 
of 1907.

SALAMANCA, N. Y., May 8&.— 
Edward B. Vreeland, 78 years old, 
a national figure a quartef of a 
century ago when he championed 
currency reform measures while in 
Congress, died at his home here to- 
day. 

The Aldrich-Vreeland Emergency 
Currency Act, which followed the 
panic of 1907, has been called one 
of the foundations of the Federal 
Reserve System by some financial 
authorities. It expanded the cur- 
rency base. Vréeland served in 
Congress for 14 years. ⸗ 

He was president of the Sala- 
manca Trust Co. for 44 years until 
his resignation Jan. 1 on account 
of ill health. 

He was born in Cuba, N. Y., in 
1857, became superintendent of 
schools here in 1877 at the age of 
20, studied law, then entered bank- 
ing. At 34 he was president of the 
local bank.

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PULITZER PRIZE PLAY 
AUTHOR ON HIS ART 


Robert E. Sherwood Says to 
Succeed One Must Be Im- 
becilic Poet. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 8—Robert E. 
Sherwood, whose play, “Idiots De- 
light,” won the Pulitzer prize this 
year, gives this recipe for play- 
writing: 

“To be able to write a play, for 
performance in a theater,” says | 
Sherwood, “a man must be sensi- 
tive, imaginative, naive, gullible, 


passionate; he must be something 
of an imbecile, something of a 
poet, something of a damned fool. 


He must be a chaser of wild geese ALLEN’S FOOT-EASE, = ROY, KH. Y. 


as well as wild ducks.” 

Sherwood, who is 42 years old, 
stands 6 feet 4, is a Harvard man 
and Broadway’s tallest playwright. 
He is married to the former Mary 
Brandon, of Indianapolis, and they 
have one daughter. Ten years ago 
he wrote the “Road to Rome,” fol- 
lowed by “Reunion in Vienna” and 
“The Petrified Forest.” 

In his newspaper days Sherwood 
wrote reviews of motion pictures 
for Vanity Fair. While employed 
by Vanity Fair one of his co-work- 
ers, Dorothy Parker, was dismissed 
after her frank critical opinion an- 
gered a Broadway manager. When 
Sherwood heard of this he resigned 
and went to Life, later becoming 
one of its editors. 

_ Served in World War. 

The real germs of “Idiot’s De- 
light” probably date back to the 
World War, where Sherwood, as a 
member of Canada’s Black Watch, 
got his information at first hand. 
He was wounded at the Battle of 
Amiens and gassed at the last bat- 
tle of Arras, recovering sufficiently 
to be honorably discharged and 
shipped home. 

The setting for “Idiot’s Delight” 
is an Italian resort in the Alps, 
close to the Austrian border and 
concerns an American vaudeville 
hoofer who is touring “the Balkan 
Circuit” with a bevy of Broadway 
blondes; a German scientist who is 
perfecting a cancer cure; a muni- 
tions czar who stimulates business 
by urging huge armaments on dis- 
trustful nations; a renegade 
Frenchman who has become mili- 
tantly communistic; and a glamor- 
ous pseudo-Russian princess with 
whom, years before, the American 
vaudeville hoofer has had an affair. 

As the curtain rises the “next 
world war” breaks out, and the 
characters, unable to cross the bor- 
der, are tossed together for a night 
at the inn. 

Slaughter and Satire. 

Before the curtain falls on the 
final act, which is, ostensibly 24 
hours later, the Communist has 
been executed because of inju- 
dicious remarks; the scientist has 
renounced his cancer experiments 
and heads for Germany so that his 
talents may be directed toward pro- 
ducing germs that will kill enemy 
soldiers; the munitions magnate 
cunningly arranges for his Russian 
mistress ‘to be disposed of because 
she has revealed her contempt for 
his love of carnage and the cold 
commercialism of his views; Ital- 
ian planes have bombed Paris; and 
the vaudeville hoofer has coaxed a 
confession from the Russian that 
it was she who knew him back in 
Omaha, Neb., years before. 

Then comes reprisal from _ en- 
raged France. A swarm of enemy 
planes swoops down on the air- 
drome near the tavern. All have 
fled except the American and the 
Russian woman. 

As the hotel is struck and the 
glass windows crash, the vaudeville 
hoofer leaps to the piano and 
plunges into the strains of “On- 
ward Christian Soldiers,” played in 
jazz time, while the earth shudders 
under the thunder of bursting 
bombs.

Landon Says Wasteful New Deal 
Is Giving People Half a Loaf 
And Charging Them for Full One

People’s Verdict on Prohibition. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOPEKA, Kan, May 8 — Gov. 
Alf M. Landon, in a radio inter- 
view last night, assailed the “New 
Deal” for “heedless retarding of re- 
covery,” and in his first national 
expression on the liquor question 
“acchpted the verdict of the people” 
in returning control to the indi- 
vidual states. 


_Landon indicated he would wage 
a “fighting campaign’ ‘if nominated 
for the presidency by the Repub- 
lican national convention in June 
and asserted: 

“The real issue before the Amer- 
ican people today is not whether you 
are better off now than you were 
in 1933. 

“The real question and issue is 
this: Have we made as much prog- 
ress in coming out of this depres- 
sion as you have a reasonable right 
to expect?” 

The interview, broadcast nation- 
ally over the Columbia network, was 
conducted by H. V. Kaltenborn, 
radio commentator, in the study of 
the executive residence. 

The interview was an enterprise 
of the Columbia system. 

Asked whether he would make a 
“real fighting campaign” should he 
be nominated, Gov. Landon said: 

“Well, you can never tell how a 
horse will work until you hitch him 
up. The returns of the last two 
Kansas elections might answer that 
question, I don’t think anyone ever 
considered our political campaigns 
in Kansas as pink tea affairs.” 

“Intentions Not Enough.” 

“I believe that in the business 
of government, good intentions are 
not enough,” Landon said. “Our 
high national ideals, the call for 
social justice, our goal of maximum 
individual opportunity for every 
man, woman and child in the land 
are all being betrayed by wasteful, 
slipshod; incompetent, happy-go- 
lucky administration. ~~ 

“The American people are being 
given half a loaf and charged for 
a full loaf.” 

“Our recovery is still unfinished 
business,” he said. “On four dif- 
ferent occasions since March, 1933, 
this country has started on a def- 
inite movement toward recovery 
and on each of these four occasions 
it was set back again by some new 
reckless experiment or disturbing 
move by the present administration. 
How can we feel any confidence 
that this won't keep on happen- 
ing?” 

His Prohibition Attitude. 

Saying “a lot of people in so- 
called wet states, knowing that you 
come from dry Kansas, are anxious 
about the way you stand on pro- 
hibition,” Kaltenborn asked “just 
what is your attitude?” 

Landon replied: “The people ren- 
dered an overwhelming verdict, 
that the question should be re- 
turned to the various states for 
such decision as their citizenry 
wished. I accept that verdict. 

“And I believe that it is up to 
each state to determine its own 
policy on Irquor, subject, of course, 
to section two of the twenty-first 
amendment, under which shipments 
into dry states are forbidden.” 

Landon attacked the “present re- 
lief setup” as marked by “wretched 
party politics,” and concluded: “I, 
for one, am dedicated to the propo- 
sition that henceforth no Ameri- 
can citizen shall ever again be put 
in a position where he has to sell 
his vote for bread.” 

Regulation of Business. 

Of Government regulation 
business, he said: 

“There should be _ regulation, 
wherever regulation keeps oppor- 
tunity open and protects, not ham- 
pers, the people as a whole in the 
exercise of. their rights. We've got 
to attack the evils of monopoly 
frankly and resolutely.” 

Replying to a question about his 
views on foreign affairs, Landon 
said: 

“. . , It might repay us all to 
read Washington’s farewell address 
again. . . I wouldn’t say for a 
moment that we should slavishly 
follow Washington or anyone else. 
But I do say that if we go forward 
in his spirit we shall meet our obli- 
gations to America, and the world.” 

Kaltenborn, who referred to Gov. 
Landon as “generally considered to 
be the outstanding possibility for 
the Republican nomination for 
President,” asked: 

“What of this idea we have been 
hearing about, Gov. Landon, that 
we have to make America over?” 

“Tt all depends,” Landon replied, 
“on what you mean by making 
America over and who's going to 
do it. 

Opposes Planned Economy. 

“The Government in Washington? 
I hardly think so. But the thing 
that has made America over every 
generation is the individual effort, 
the ambition, the courage and 
character of our people, and the 
feeling that individual opportunity 
was open to everyone. 

“These are still the fundamen- 
tals. There are no workable sub- 
stitutes for them. ... 

“We have learned to do a great 
many things to advantage by pool- 
ing our mutual interests. ... Our 
‘farmers and our labor unions have 


of 


found that co-operative action often 


— — — 


| enables them to improve their sit- 
uation. 

“But co-operative enterprise is 
entirely different from a planned 
economy mapped out by a lot of 
bureaucrats ruling from Washing- 
ton. This kind of a planned econ- 
cmy is a sort that has developed 
under European dictatorships. 

“I don’t believe we want any- 
thing of that kind over here. For 
this type of centralized planning 
is based on the idea that the Amer- 
ican citizen is not able to take care 
of himself, and that he requires 
some man who must tell him what 
to do and what not to do... .” 

For Social Security. 

Taking up the question of social 
security, Kaltenborn asked “what 
ideas do you have along that line?” 

The Governor replied: “Mr. Kal- 
enborn, I’m for it. Every big in- 
lustrial nation has had to move in 
that direction. In America we could 
once handle the problem pretty 
well by depending on individual 
thrift, family aid, local taxation and 
private contributions. These still 
have their place and a vital place 
it is. 

“Some of the more progressive 
business enterprises have estab- 
lished systems of their own, thus 
having done some useful pioneer 
work. But [I believe we have 
reached a stage where Government 
must take a hand. 

“Now, there is one really good 
point about the administration’s ef- 
fort in this direction—it did stimu- 
late thought and arouse study along 
these lines. s 

“But the. complicated legislation 
it rushed through in characteristic 
fashion will, I fear, prove to be un- 
workable in many respects. We 
shall have to revamp it and we 
must take care not to allow the 
eager desire to make a showing 
lead us into the temptation of turn- 
ing out something that will be only 
another delusion.” 

Up to “Common Sense.” 

Concerning the coming election, 
Landon said “it should be decided 
by the common sense of the av- 
erage man and woman—by the 
moderate among us, rather than 
the extremists of either side. There 
are a great many of them, Repub- 
licans, Democrats and independ- 
ents—who know that certain things 
must be done. 

“They want the Government to 
play its proper part in meeting 
these necessities, but without wast- 
ing their substance or endanger- 
ing their future. 

“They would like to believe that 
a public man can be a liberal with- 
out squandering their money. 

“When this great group of mod- 
erate thinking people make up 
their minds, the election will be de- 
cided.” 

Greatest Need of Day. 

“What do you think is the great- 
est need of the American people 
today?” Kaltenborn asked. 

“I believe the greatest need of 
the American people today is a 
revival of confidence—confidence 
in themselves and in their ability 
to work out their own problems,” 
Landon replied. 


“If this is the way you feel about 
it, Gov. Landon, how do you think 
confidence can be restored?” 

“We have a presidential cam- 
paign coming on, Mr. Kaltenborn, 
and contrary, to some opinion, I 
believe that a presidential cam- 
paign can be made a great means 
of public education. One that will 
inform the public and give the 
people a chance to study and un- 
derstand what the real issues are. 
You must realize that for three 
and one-half years we have had 
only one side of the story. We've 
been up against the greatest po- 
litical propaganda machine that 
the country has ever seen. And the 
worst of it is, it is being paid for 
out of the public treasury.” 

What People Must Realize. 

“What methods would you use 
to give people a true understanding 
of what the real issues are, Gov- 
ernor?” 

“First, I would enlist the united 
effort of all those people who have 
stopped to think what this admin- 
istration in Washington is letting 
us in for. We must convince these 
people that during the next six 
months this is the most important 
cause to which they can devote 
their time and effort. In planning 
our campaign, these issues must be 
made so simple and clear that ev- 
ery man and woman can under- 
stand them and be able to apply 
them to their own lives, their own 
future, and, above all, to the fu- 
ture of their children. Then these 
issues must be personally carried 
to each and every voter in exactly 
those terms. If that is done, I 
haven’t any doubt as to the results.”

BRITISH ADMIRAL AT MALTA

Lieutenant-General Sir Charles 
Bonham-Carter, Governor of Mal- 
ta, told the audience: “In Italy, dur- 
ing the Great War, it was the Brit- 
ish army which led the attacks re- 
sulting in the brilliant victories of 
which Italians are rightly proud, 
but in connection with which Italy 
has forgotten her debt of gratitude 
to Great Britain.” 


BELGIAN ACCUSED OF SELLING 
PLANS FOR FORTS TO GERMAN 


Construction Foreman for Under- 
ground Work Arrested; Got 
$500, It Is Charged.

BRUSSELS, May 8—The news- 
paper L’Independance Belge says 
secret plans for underground Bel- 
gian forts have been sold to a Ger- 
man agent for $500 by a construc- 
tion foreman. 

The foreman, Y. Schmets, has 
been arrested, the newspaper says. 
The plans purportedly were 
smuggled to Aachen, in the Rhine- 
land, photographed, and then re- 
turned to Belgium. 

Police announced discovery of the 
plot yesterday. It is alleged to have 
been hatched in an underground 
fort in the Liege vicinity.

GUADALAJARA, Mexico, May 8. 
—Rebel leader Andres Arias and 
his lieutenant, Zeferino Orosco, 
were killed in an encounter with 
Federal troops in Mesa de Ortiguil- 
la, military headquarters reported 
today. The rest of the band fled 
to the mountains when they saw 
their two leaders fall. The fight 
lasted nearly an hour. 

Another group of rebels attacked 
the town of Sementera in Colotlan 
district, killing Jose Dolores Ini- 
guez, a rural school teacher. 


Peace Petition Presented to Garner.

‘CLEAR DECLARATION’

Eden in Questionnaire to 
Berlin Explores Situation 
Arising From Reoccupa- 
tion of Rhine.

LONDON, May 8.—A clear dec- 
laration from Adolph Hitler as to 
whether Germany now regards it- 
self in a position to conclude “gen- 
uine treaties’ was requested today 
in a British questionnaire, arising 


from the reoccupation of the 
Rhineland, é‘ 

The questionnaire, presented to 
the Berlin Foreign Office yester- 
day, was made public in London 
today in a white paper, or Govern- 
ment report. 

“It is of course clear that nego- 
tiations for a treaty would be use- 
less if one of the parties here- 
after felt free to deny its obliga- 
tions on the ground that that party 
was not at the time in a condition 
to conclude a binding treaty,” the 
questionnaire said. 

Refers to Memorandum. 

Great Britain called attention to 
the German memorandum of March 
24, calling for negotiations of new 
treaties, and suggested it was the 
German Government’s view that by 
its occupation of the Rhineland, in 
violation of the Locarno Pact, it 
had established a position for con- 
clusion of effective treaties. Other 
passages, however, the British 
questionnaire said, were “capable 
of a different interpretation.” 

The British, therefore, the ques- 
tionnaire said, “will welcome a 
clear declaration from the German 
Government to remove any ‘uncer- 
tainty on this point.” 

The British rejected German 
views which ‘might give rise to 
doubt” on the position Germany 
takes ‘on continued maintenance in 
force of the remaining operative 
clauses of the Treaty of Versailles 
and indeed any agreement which 
might be said to have its origin in 
the provisions of Versailles.” 

A clarification of Germany’s po- 
sition concerning the territorial and 
political status of Europe was re- 
quested. 

“The question is really whether 
Germany now considers a point has 
been reached at which she can sig- 
nify that she recognizes and intends 
to respect the existing territorial 
and political status of Europe ex- 
cept in so far as this might be mod-

LONDON, May 8 (Palcor Agen-

The force, it was stated, left 
Egypt last night, headed, it was be- 
lieved, for the Ramle airdrome, be- 
tween Jaffa and Jerusalem.

(In recent months, Palestine has 
been tife scene of a series of disor- 
ders, resulting from Arabian pro- 
tests against the immigration of 
Jews. Since Palestine is held in 
mandate by Great Britain, the Brit- 
ish Government is vitally concerned 
with maintaining the peace.) 

Defiance by the Arabs of an ult 
matum by the High Commissioner, 
Sir Arthur Grenfell Wauchope, to 
halt the general strike in Palestine 
is believed to be responsible for the 
military anxiety. 

Yesterday the Arab National 
Council voted not merely to extend 
the general strike but to refuse to 
pay taxes after May 15 unless the 
Government complies with the com- 
plete Arab demands, which include 
stoppage of Jewish immigration 
and a bar on land sales.

Symptoms of Recovery. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N your editorial of April 28, entitled 
— campaign Technique,” you criticise 
President Roosevelt for suggesting that 
we compare the financial pages of the 
newspapers of today with those of 1932 
in order to determine whether the coun- 
try is in a better condition now than then. 
You say: “Such a comparigon will show, 
it is true, a huge rise in stock market 
prices,” and since you make no further 
reference to the financial pages, it seems 
apparent that you intend to lead those 
who do not carefully study the financial 
pages to believe that no such conclusion 
as the President had in mind could be 
drawn. 

I heard the President's talk over the 
radio and read it in a St. Louis newspa- 
per, and I thought what he was talking 
about was to be found in column 1, page 
11, of your editorial section of April 28. 
In that column are reports of earnings of 
21 corporations for the first quarter of 
this year, of which 17 show increased 
earnings over the same period of 1934 
(and certainly over 1982), while but four 
show smaller earnings. 

On the same page it is shown that car 
loadings of six principal railroads were 
greater during the previous week than 
the week before and the year before, and 
without doubt greater than for similar 
periods in 1932. That page also con- 
tained the report of the Chicago Federal 
Reserve Bank as to business conditions 
in that district for March, and said that 
production was up 12 per cent. Three 
principal railroads, it was shown, had 
better earnings in March, and both call 
money and prime commercial paper loans 
were to be had at % of 1 per cent. 

In your issue of April 25, the reports 
of the earnings of 15 corporations showed 
that those of 13 were better than for the 
game period last year, and certainly bet- 
ter than in 1932. Hogs sold in St. Louis 
on April 25 for $10.80 per hundred pounds, 
beef cattle at $10, lambs at $9.75, No. 2 
soft red winter wheat at $1.11% per bush- 
el, No. 2 corn at 67% cents per bushel. 
Compare these prices with those of any 
day in 1932. 

You told us on April 28, in column 1, 
page 11C, that General Motors’ net in- 
come for the past three months is over 
$52,000,000, “the best first quarter since 
1929.” And your financial pages told us 
the other day that the International Har- 
vester Co.'s earnings for 1935 were the 
largest since 1931. Who buys its products? 
The farmers. How did the farmers make 
its 1935 better than 19327 You tell. 

The President may have had in mind 
the better prices of listed stocks, because 
he knows that millions of people have 
their money invested in stocks and look 
to dividends for all or part of their living. 
And. they are getting those dividends 
now, but didn’t in 1932. But it is fair to 
suppose, I believe, that he was thinking 
of the items I have enumerated above 
and thousands of similar ones that occur 


- daily in the financial pages of the news- 


papers, and which prove that, however 
much is yet to be desired, we are infinite- 
ly better off than we were in 1932. 
Ordinarily, you are very fair in your ed- 
itorial comment, but in this one you are 
plainly unjust and ought to be ashamed.

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MR. ROOSEVELT VS. DR. MOULTON. 
In the economic philosophy which he expounded 
in his recent New York speech, Mr. Roosevelt is at 
variance with a considerable segment of economic 
thought. The views of this opposing school were ably 
expressed by Dr. Harold G. Moulton, president of 
the Brookings Institution, who spoke in St. Louis 
yesterday. 
If there is one field in which the New Deal has 
shown an unyielding consistency, it is in its efforts 
to bolster up the price structure. That was the aim 
in the reduction of the gold content of the dollar; 
it was, if not the original purpose of NRA, one of 
its effects; in the case of the AAA, price-raising was 
a frankly avowed objective. The reasoning behind 
these and other price-raising experiments, as out- 
lined by Mr. Roosevelt, is as follows: 
Only by two methods can the costs of production be 
cheapened: by developing improved machinery and 
technique, which, in turn, means fewer men em- 
ployed, or by decreasing wage rates.. In both cases, 
says Mr. Roosevelt, purchasing power, the great de- 
sideratum, is destroyed. “Reduction of costs of man- 
ufacture,” he avers, “does not mean more purchas- 
ing power and more goods consumed. It means just 
the opposite.” 
“If you increase buying power,” he continues, 
“prices will go up, but more goods will be bought. 
Wages ought to and must go up with prices..... 
What we do seek are a greater purchasing power and 
a reasonably stable and constant price level... . 
Higher wages for workers, more income for farm- 
ers, means more goods produced, more and better 
food eaten, fewer unemployed and lower taxes.” 
Dr. Moulton is eager for the attainment of the 
same ends sought by Mr. Roosevelt, but his methods 
are different. It is his contention that there are 
two ways of increasing purchasing power. One way 
is by raising money wages, with prices remaining sta- 
ble; the other is by reducing prices while wages re- 
main stable. If the wage increase method is used, 
only that part of the population working for wages, 
or 40 per cent, benefits in purchasing power. Ex- 
cluded are farmers, small business men, domestic ser- 
vants, professional persons, etc. “When prices are 
reduced, on the other hand, everybody is benefited.” 
Is it true, as the President says, that production 
costs can be cheapened only at the expense of pur- 
chasing power? Dr. Moulton does not think so. As 
he looks at it, one of the causes of our present plight 
is artificial interferences with competitive price 
movements in the last half-century. These interfer- 
ences are monopoly, which fixes its own prices more 
or less arbitrarily; the cartel system as used in Eu- 
rope, “under which there is group control of produc- 
tion, with a view to stabilizing prices in a given in- 
dustry”; and the trade association, “which seeks, 
usually through informal co-operation, to stabilize 
certain conditions within particular industries with- 
out interfering with the control of production.” 
The result of these interferences has been to im- 
pede the free functioning of the price system and to 
hold prices at higher levels. “The necessity of pro- 
gressive price reductions as a means of expanding 
purchasing power and markets,” says Dr. Moulton, 
“appears to have been forgotten alike by business 
managers and economic statesmen. The conclusion 
ig inescapable that, in so far as the effort to stabil- 
ize prices is effective, we are blocking the broad dis- 
tribution of income and thereby impeding economic 
progress.” 

The short-sighted view of the monopolists and 
trade associations has been taken over by the Roose- 
velt administration. It is a view that would be jus- 
tified only on the theory that the United States had 
reached economic maturity. The truth is, as the 
Brookings Institution has shown, that the country 
has a substantial margin of unused capacity, even in 
periods of prosperity. If a reasonable standard of 
living were enjoyed by all the people, we should 
require a vast increase in the output of farm and fac- 
tory. “Production curtailment programs—whatever 
their merit in meeting temporary maladjustments— 
can only lead to national impoverishment. The fun- 
damental necessity is increased output.” 

The lowering of prices contemplated by Dr. Moul- 
ton’s theory would be brought about through in- 
creased efficiency in production, not through the 
cutting of wages. 


The process (he says) naturally involves the 
continuous elimination of obsolescént or other- 

* wise inefficient, high-cost or marginal establish- 
ments. The fit, as gauged by ability to sell ata 
minimum price, alone survive; moreover, the ef- 
ficient of today promptly become the inefficient 
of tomorrow. A particular business man, firm or 
corporation may indeed survive over a long pe- 
riod of years, but only if the production methods 
employed keep always abreast of changing times. 
Note that this theory of progress requires the 
maintenance of money wages—for if they are 
not maintained, the real purchasing power or in- 
come of the laboring class will not be expanded. 
The reduction of prices which is significant is 
that reduction which results from increased pro- 
ductive efficiency. (Italics ours.) 

Perhaps the classic example to illustrate the dif- 
ference in thought between the President and Dr. 
Moulton is the automobile. The automobile manu- 
facturers have pursued a steady policy of price de- 
creases, incidentally with steady improvement of 
quality, with the consequence that the industry has 
expanded beyond the dreams of avarice. If price 
“stabilization” had been resorted to, would the coun- 
try today be teeming with millions of cars and all of 
the attendant economic benefits that flow from their 
production and use? It is precisely because the auto- 


the breathable air of $500 that so many persons own 
cars. 

If other products were to describe the same down- 
ward cycle in price, with accompanying greater con- 
sumption, we should be in a position to be amused 
by the notion that the change would harm, instead of 
benefit, the nation’s purchasing power. 

Economics is a difficult and very inexact science, 
and no man can speak on it with dogmatism, but it 
appears to us that Dr. Moulton’s brand is sounder 
than that of the President.

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REVIVING THE POLITICAL DEBATE. 

Is the political debate coming back in Illinois, the 
scene of the historic Lincoln-Douglas debates of 78 
years ago? A start, at least, will be made at Win- 
chester next week, when Lewis M. Long of Sandwich 
and Rodney H. Brandon of Batavia, Democratic and 
Republican candidates respectively for Congressman- 
at-large, debate the policies of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration. The occasion will be a convention of the 
Research Forum, a Middle Western organization for 
popular discussion of current issues. The meeting 
will be held in Winchester’s public park, near the 
statue of one of the debaters on the hustings of 1858, 
the “Little Giant,” Stephen A. Douglas. 

It would be a fine thing for Illinois if candidates 
Long and Brandon, both of whom have reputations 
as able speakers, would make the Winchester debate 
the first in a series to include, as Lincoln and Doug- 
las did, every congressional district. The three-cor- 
nered debate of Senator Barkley, former Gov. Allen 
and Norman Thomas was the high spot of the annual 
convention of the Department of Superintendence of 
the National Education Association held here last 
February. A far more intelligent electorate would go 
to the polls in November if the debate were made a 
technique of the 1936 campaign.

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BRITAIN’S ROYAL BUDGET. 

Bitter talk flew back and forth in the House of 
Commons over the appropriation for the royal fam- 
ily’s expenses, but there was never serious doubt 
that the grant of $2,035,000 would be voted. Britons 
never will be slaves, nor will they ever be spend- 
thrifts. Whatever the left-wingers may say about 
“a purely decorative job and a symbol of exploitation 
and robbery,” the rank and file still feel that they 
are getting their money’s worth. When they don’t, 
the King and his civil list will be abolished. There 
will be no suppression of discussion about the dras- 
tic step, either, for free speech ranks with ‘the royal 
family as a grand old British institution. 

Royalty serves only a slight purpose in the func- 
tions of British government.

Though a monarchy, Britain’s government is a 
democracy of high type.

HE army and navy are not the 
Tents branches of the military 

service that have done well by 
themselves under the New Deal. 
The National Guard also has come 
in for some quiet but juicy allot- 
ments. 

From Congress the militiamen 
this year received a“10 per cent 
boost over last year in appropria- 
tions, 33 per cent higher than the 
year before. Also $883,000 was 
made available from Work Relief 
funds for improvements in Nation- 
al Guard training camps. 

This still is not the real story. 

During the current year more 
than 125 armories are being con- 
structed, chiefly with WPA funds. 
The total cost of these buildings 
runs well over $5,000,000. 

Though this construction work is 
a major feature of the WPA's ac- 
tivities, there has not been a sin- 
gle publicity release on the sub- 
ject. Even in the State lists— 
where the various projects are item- 
ized in detail—the word “armory” 
ls not to be found. They are. 
merely listed as “Federal  build-

HIS year’s secret armory build- 

ing program is only a starter. In 

collaboration with state officials 
and National Guard executives, 
WPA has worked out a program 
for the construction of 800 addi- 
tional armories at a cost of $60,- 
000,000. 

Erection of these buildings will 
begin in the new fiscal year, start- 
ing July 1. As in the case of prac- 
tically all those now under con- 
struction, most of the armories in 
the new program also will surpass 
the $25,000 cost limit. 

The strength of the National 
Guard is now at its highest peak 
since it was organized just after 
the World War. There are 185,000 
officers and men on its rolls; and 
under an increase authorized by 
Congress last year this number 
will mount to 195,000 by the close 
of 1937. When the Guard reaches 
this figure, it will top the regular 
army of 27,000 men.

Opposition to the military used to 
be political point No. 1 in that pro- 
gram. But the _ fashion has 
changed—at least abroad, from 
whence those fashions come—and 
pater Nye is twenty years behind 

time. 

Armies used to be the mainstay 
of despots. They kept them to pre- 
vent any popular rush of downtrod- 
den subjects off the reservation of 
economic and political bondage. It 

me a first principle of rising 
democracy that standing armies 
are dangerous to popular rights. 

Of course that assumed that the 
People could never peacefully con- 
trol the state and the national mil- 
ary power. When that assump-| 


tion goes down, the principle _ re- 
verses itself. 

A successful popular party is 
usually as tyrannical to Tory mi- 
norities as the Tories ever were to 
them. Once in the _ saddle, they 
need the strength of armed, trained 
and organized troops for exactly 
the same reason that their oppo- 
nents needed it—to perpetuate 
themselves. 

Government based on _ popular 
seizure of political power, at ieast 
in name, has become the rule— 
Stalin, Hitler, Mussolini, etc. In 
every instance from the French 
Revolution—even from Cromwell to 
date—the result has been the same: 
creation of military forces far be- 
yond their efficiency and strength 
under any previous autocracy. 

It is so with us. It is the Tory 
Old Guard that ought to be beat- 
ing its breast about the New Deal 
increase in military strength—not 
Senator Nye.

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REBUKE TO UNOFFICIAL 
METHODIST GROUPS 


Conference Committee Says 
They Have No Right to 
Speak for Church. 


By the Associated Press, 

COLUMBUS, O, May 8s —The 
Committee on State of the Church 
of the Methodist Episcopal Genera! 
Conference upheld yesterday the 


right of unofficial groups to use 
the name “Methodist,” but de 
nounced attempts of such groups 
to speak for the church itself. 

The committee adopted a report 
of a subcommittee headed by Dr. 
G. Bromley Oxnam, president of 
Depauw University, aimed at set- 
tlement of a growing dispute in the 
church over activities of the Meth- 
odist Federation for Social Service 
and similar groups. 

Withholding a recommendation 
on the federation itself, the sub- 
committee headed by Dr. Oxnam, 
himself a member of the liberal fed- 
eration, said that “since these asso- 
ciations are composed of Method- 
ists their right to use the word 
‘Methodist’ cannot be denied . . 
Their right to use the words ‘Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church’ is denied, 
because that is a corporate name 
referring specifically to the church 
as such. 

“No person, paper or organiza- 
tion has the right to speak official- 
ly for the church unless given 
power to do so by the general con- 
ference.” 

Comment by Dr. Oxnam. 

Dr. Oxnam, in presenting the re- 
port, said the entire subcommittee 
adopted it as a “fair statement of 
the entire situation.” 

It was approved’ by the entire 
committee of 85 delegates. 


“We regret that some of our un- 
official organizations, using the 
term ‘Methodists,’ have at times in- 
dorsed candidates for office solely 
because they were in favor of pro- 
hibition,” he said. 

The report, which will be sub- 
mitted to the general conference 
for approval, said: “We _ regret 
that some organizations, also using 
the word ‘Methodist,’ have seen fit 
to ally themselves with organiza- 
tions that would fight war and 
Fascism, but which remain strange- 
ly silent. upon such issues as war 
and Communism.” 

The reference was to the Federa- 
tion for Social Service, whose sec- 
retary, Dr. Harry F. Ward of New 
York, is head of the American 
League Against War and Fascism. 

The report said that such organi- 
zations had a “moral obligation to 
make their unofficial relationship 
with the church clear at all times.” 

The committee recommended non- 
concurrence on a resolution liberal- 
izing church law on the re-mar- 
riage of divorced persons. The 
existing law allows Methodist min- 
isters to re-marry individuals who 
were the innocent parties of di- 
vorces “when the true cause of the 
divorce was adultery or other vi- 
cious conditions which through 
mental or physical cruelty or physi- 
cal peril invalidated the marriage 
vow.” 

The proposed change, offered in 
a memorial from the Defiance (O.) 
district, would have made the ex- 
ceptions read “that the ‘person is 
an innocent party and that the true 
cause of the divorce can be accept- 
ed as sufficient under the standard 
set by our Lord, as interpreted in 
the light of modern conditions.” 
The proposal was rejected by the 
committee, 82 to 5. 

Communion Change Rejected. 

The committee rejected a “bone- 
dry” proposal to substitute’ the 
word “cup” for the word “wine” in 
celebration of the Lord’s’ supper, 
and provide that “pure water” could 
be used instead of “the pure un- 
fermented juice of the grape” in 
taking communion. 

Sixto Avila, Bishop of Mexico, 
voiced a stirring plea for disarma- 
ment and international unity today 
in giving the greetings of the 
Methodist Church of Mexico to the 
general conference. 

“Italy,” Bishop Avila said, “will 
never be able to blot out the dark 
spot in her history which she is 
making in Africa today. Germany, 
seeking the respect of other na- 
tions, must first respect the rights 
of other nations. America wants 
disarmament, therefore she must 
lead the way to disarmament by 
disarming.” 

Bishop Avila said there is no re- 


ligious persecution in Mexico to- | 
day. “Everyone who obeys the law,” | 


he said, “is treated fairly.”

T vet difficulty of many cross- 


ruff hands is psychological 

rather than inherent. Average 
and expert players alike become s0 
accustomed to counting losing 
tricks and then 
seeking means to 
avoid one or more 
of such losers 
that they instinc- 
tively apply the 
game method to 
cross-ruffs. The

East's queen won, and a low spade 
was returned. At this point declarer 
had only to count his winners to 
gee that the contract was virtually 
cold. Trumping the spade return 
with a high heart, cashing both of 
dummy’s aces, ruffing dummy’s los- 
ing clubs with low trumps, and 
making his remaining two high 
trumps and dummy’s four separate- 
ly, totaled 11 tricks. But apparent- 
ly this direct count was too diffi- 
cult. 

In the mistaken idea that he was

“There are families in St. Louis 
who, to hear them tell it, couldn’t 
have a wedding or a funeral with- 
out me,” laughed Rohan. “I’ve even 
had them postpone a funeral when 
my schedule for a certain day was 
filled.” 

His rich baritone voice has been 
a source of great pleasure to Rohan. 
In a closet on the first floor of 
his comfortable home, he has stacks 
of music, ceiling high. They are all 
catalogued and arranged so any 
piece can be found without trouble 
when Rohan decides to entertain 
guests with a song or two. He likes 
nothing better than to pop into the 
closet, come out with a sheet of 
music, and sing it to his own ac- 
companiment on the piano. And 
with each piece he usually remem- 
bers some interesting incident con- 
nected with a time he sang that 
particular number at some St. Louis 
gathering. Colored with his Irish 
wit, even the most ordinary hap- 
pening assumes the proportions of 
a good story as Rohan relates it. 

A six-footer, Rohan does not look 
his 62 years. He attributes his al- 
most perfect health to his early 
athletic training. He is as proud 
of his firm muscles as he is of his 
beautiful voice and his reputation 
as a perfect sight reader.

In Casserole 


Whole Wheat Rolls and 
Wilted Lettuce Add to 
This Suggestion.

Consomme Supreme. 
_ Pork Chops Casserole 
Wilted Lettuce Salad 


Ice-Box Whole Wheat Rolls 
Apple Cheese Cake, 


Consomme Supreme. 

Brown one beef shank and a 
knuckle of veal in butter. Cover 
with boiling water and add- one 
stalk of celery, one bunch of car- 
rots, one bunch of small beets, one 
small yellow turnip, three 
onions and a few sprigs of parsley. 
Cut in pieces one can of tomatoes 
and add to soup with one bay 
leaf and a dozen whole black 
peppers. Fill the kettle with water 
and let come to a boil. Simmer 
slowly for four or five hours. 
Strain, let cool and remove all 
grease. Return to the fire, add salt 
to taste and two beaten egg whites 
and the broken shells. Let come 
to a good boil. Remove from fire 
and strain through a very fine 
strainer or cloth. Serve with lem- 
on slices, 


Pork Chops in Casserole. 
Salt and pepper desired number 
of pork chops and dredge lightly 
with flour. On top of each place a 
tablespoon of uncooked rice, then 
a tomato taken from a can of solid 
packed tomatoes, then a_ slice of 
Bermuda onion and on top a ring 
of green pepper filled with chopped 
celery. Over all pour the juice 
from tomatoes and cook covered 
for an hour and a half, adding a 
little stock of water if it is getting 

too dry. Serve from casserole. 


Wilted Lettuce Salad. 

Make a dressing by frying out 
four strips of bacon. Remove ba- 
con from grease and break into 
small pieces. Place in a bowl filled 
with prepared lettuce and add thin 
slices of spring onions. To the 
drippings in pan add one teaspoon 
of salt, two tablespoons of sugar, a 
grinding of black pepper and one 
fourth cup of mild vinegar dilut- 
ed with one tablespoon of water. 
Let come to a boil and pour over 
the salad. Toss well and serve 
from bowl. 


Ice-Box Whole Wheat Rolls. 

One-half cake yeast 

One cup of warm water 

One-fourth cup of lard 

One-third cup sugar 

One and one-half cups of whole 
wheat flour 

Two cups of white flour 

One scant teaspoon of salt.

* Apple Cheese Cake. 

In an iron skillet place one-fourth 
cup of butter and when melted 
spread on evenly one-half cup of 
light brown sugar. Over the su- 
gar place sliced apples and one- 
half cup of seediess raisins, which 
have been puffed and then drained. 
Over this spread three-fourths cup 
of grated snappy cheese. Cover 
with a batter made by creaming 
one-fourth cup of butter with one- 
third cup of white sugar and one- 
half cup. of light brown sugar. 
When well creamed add two egg 
yolks, then alternately, one-half cup 
of milk and one and one-fourth 
cups of pastry flour sifted with one 
half teaspoon of salt and two tea- 
spoons of baking powder. Fia- 
vor with one teaspoon of vanilla 
and fold in the beaten whites of 
two eggs. Place skillet in oven and 
bake about 45 minutes in a moder- 
ate oven. Turn out onto a platter 
and garnish with whipped cream or 
serve with cream.

OTHER’S DAY this year rings a 
M note of promise as well as of chal- 

lenge. The statistics for 1935 show 
a slight but unquestionable decline in 
maternal mortality throughout the Unit- 
ed States. Aat the same time many 
states are already extending their ma- 
ternity services—and others are prepar- 
ing to—as a result of the additional 
health work for mothers and children 
made possible by the recently passed 
Social Security Act. 

Yet America still holds an undesirable 
record for maternal mortality among 
civilized nations. The death rate among 
our mothers is higher than that of any 
country but Scotland. Dr. George W. 
Kosmak, prominent New York obstetri- 
cian, seems to believe that it is due 
partly to our short-sightedness in ignor- 
ing the part which expectant fathers 
should‘ play and spending all our educa- 
tional efforts on mothers. 

“We have considered the mother’s re- 
sponsibility alone,” says Dr. Kosmak, 
“and to her have directed our teachings. 
The father, as well as the mother, is 
responsible for the care of their baby.” 
And this care it is important to realize 
begins ‘nine months before the baby is 
born, 

So the education of expectant fathers, 
Dr. Kosmak believes, will do a great deal 
to save the lives of mothers. Fathers 
themselves are also waking up to their 
responsibility in this matter that affects 
them deeply. Their interest is not 
just &bstract. It shows itself in even 
the homely service of actual care of the 
baby. 

Not long ago, for instance, in a large 
Midwestern city a contest was held for 
fathers. Those competing were trying 
to show who could correctly dress an 
infant in the shortest time. More than 
100 men brought their babies and dis- 
played such skill as could only result 
from long practice. Bathing and dress- 
ing a baby is as easy for them as dictat- 
ing to an office “steno” and seems to be 
of as great interest. 

There is now on foot a definite move- 
ment among the men of this country to 


assume more of the privileges and re- 
sponsibilities accompanying parenthood. 
The movement began with the members 
of the American Legion, as the result of 
a delinquency study made possible two 
years ago by funds supplied by the 
Legion. The study revealed clearly that 
the death of. mothers was apt to increase 
delinquency. 

Motherless homes, the report showed, 
were all too often hot beds nurturing de- 
linquent boys and girls—criminals in the 
making. What could and should be done 
about it? The Legion answered—Save 
mothers! But how? Had not efforts 
been made for years to save the lives of 
mothers? Yes, but who had really been 
trying? Mostly socially minded women 
and physicians. How about fathers? 
Would not a better understanding on the 
part of all fathers help to make mother- 
hood safer? At least one member cof the 
Legion thought that it would. He was 
Milt D. Campbell, chairman of the Na- 
tional Child Welfare Committee. 

At a Mother’s day meeting held in 
1934 in New York City—a meeting called 
to consider measures for making ma- 
ternity safe—Milt Campbell rose up and 
announced in a clear, ringing voice that 
for the American Legion he accepted the 
challenge to help reduce the number of 
motherless homes.

HERE was a definite way to put this 
T promise into a practical action, 

through the 11,000 American Legion 
posts in the United States with their 
more’ than 1,000,000 male members... For 
each post there is also a Woman’s Auxil- 
iary. This was the organization that 
opened the first male campaign in the 
defensive war for mothers. The results 
in 1935 were se excellent that the Legion 
plans to continue its active interest in- 
definitely, and will reaffirm its support 
on this Mother's day. 

And the men of the Legion are not 
alone in their interest in bettering ma- 
ternity care. Men’s clubs, such as 
Rotary, Kiwanis and Lions, are including 
prominent doctors on their programs to 
speak to them of maternal health and its

Parenthood Means Partnership, and To- 
day's Fathers Realize That They Must 
Co-operate in Reducing Our 


Maternal 


Mortality.

preservation. They believe that parent- 
hood means partnership; that to be a 
good partner one must thoroughly un- 
derstand any business; that husbands 
must learn more about the business of 
motherhood, and the way to safeguard 
it and to keep homes intact. 

They are preparing themselves to pre- 
vent unnecessary loss of mothers. In 
1930 the New York Academy of Medicine 
organized a committee to study maternal 
care. The report of this committee in 
1933 showed that in two-thirds of the 
cases they studied, women who died from 
maternity causes might have been saved, 
had they but received adequate pre-natal, 
delivery and post-natal care. 

That is why the fathers can take a 
helping hand. Miss Hazel Corbin, Di- 
rector of Maternity Center in New York 
City, gives a definite outline of what a 
husband should provide for his wife. 
First on her list are “the services of a 
competent doctor.” Need this doctor be 
a maternity specialist? Some general 
practitioners are also excellent accouch- 
ers, but others are not, depending some- 
what upon their interest in obstetrics. 
Some have had good experience and train, 
ing in maternity work while taking their 
medical courses; cthers have not. 

This divergence in the qualifications 
of doctors suggests another way in which 
groups of men can help. They can see 
that the recommendation of the Chil- 
dren’s Bureau of the United States be 


taken seriously in their own communities. 


These recommendations are that there 
be larger and better facilities for clinical 
training in obsetrics; that undergraduate 
medical students have a much wider ¢on- 
tact with obstetric patients, and that the 
state medical societies, the medical 
schools, and state departments of health 
provide or arrange for post-graduate 
teaching in the various countie: in order 
to keep the local practitioner in touch 
with the best obstetric thought and 
practice. 

Not only is a husband’s co-operation 
needed in the careful and intelligent se- 
lection of a competent physician; but, 
being a partner and wishing to continue 


the partnership for years to come, he 
should help to arrange with this doctor 
for the best possible care throughout the 
entire period. 


a doctor’s office or a hospital's ma- 

ternity clinic. There he and his wife 
will learn together what is to be done 
during the months before the baby is 
born and the weeks that follow. They 
will learn what this particular pregnancy 
happens to call for—and each one is a 
law only unto itself even if it be a ninth 
or tenth child which is expected. The 
husband will hear how much and what 
type of exercise his wife may safely take. 
He will understand the importance of 
right food, sufficient sleep, fresh air and 
general physical care. He will recognize, 
perhaps for the first time, the value of 
cheerfulness and freedom from worry 
on the part of the expectant mother. He 
will learn how good mental and physical 
health will help prepare her for the 
nursing of the baby. 

He may ask the doctor to tell what 
indications of trouble must be quickly 
heeded, so that he and his wife may not 
become unduly alarmed but at the same 
time’ may not run the risk of neglecting 
such signals as ‘severe headaches, dizzi- 
ness, swollen extremities, or spots before 
the eyes. Armed with full information 
a husband is in a position to understand 
and to co-operate. 

Next on Miss Corbin’s program comes 
the visit to the family dentist with full 
dental care. “A tooth for each child” is 
no longer an accepted adage. 

Arrangements should be made very 
early for medical and nursing super- 
vision, care and instruction throughout 
pregnancy. These meaussres are the best 
known ways of really reducing maternal 
mortality. A “Study of Maternal Mor- 


S O his first step is in the direction of 


tality in Fifteen States,” made by Dr. ~ 


Francis C. Robert of the Federal Chil- 
dren’s bureau, shows that only one out 
of every 100 expectant mothers in the 
United States receive care of the stand- 
ard “that it is the right of every preg- 
nant patient to have and to demand.” 
In one group of maternal deaths studied, 
80 per cent had received either very poor 
pre-natal care or none at all. 

Mothers who live and bear strong, 
healthy babies are most frequently those 
who have been well attended throughout 
the entire nine months, who have care- 
fully followed the directions of doctors 
and nurses, and who have had the help 
and co-operation of understanding part- 
ners. 

This is demonstrated when we exam- 
ine the records of such institutions as 
the Lying-In Hospital of the New York 
Hospital and Cornell Medical Clinic, 
where the majority of women receive ex- 
cellent maternity care beginning with 
the early stages of pregnancy. Only 1.5 
per 1000 of the women cared for at the 
New York Lying-In Hospital were lost 
last year. 

This figure gains added importance 
when we realize that it “includes a small 
percentage of unregistered cases which 
were admitted to the hospital without 
having had any pre-natal care.” 

Every mother will need rest, swuper- 
vision, care and instruction after the 
baby has actually come into the world 
and until she is able to resume her usual 
activities and carry, *in addition, her 
share of responsibility for the new-born 
child. Here again the father can be of 
great assistance. He should help his 
wife continue the adequate medical at- 
tention which is important when the baby 
is one, two and three months of age. 
Many mothers lose themselves in their 
babies and neglect themselves.

If you agree with my wife, then 
please just let the matter drop, for 
if you print your refusal to give us 
a knife, there will be no chance to 
induce her or any of the other 
women to give up this stubborn re- 
fusal to supply one. But if you can 
see our side of the case, your print- 
ed approval will be appreciated. 
Answer: I would love to believe 
in the importance of my word to 
your wife and her friends, but I 
can't quite understand how anyone 
who has read much of what I have 
written can possibly believe that I 
disapprove of salad knives—when 
useful. On the contrary, I have 
written time and again that a silver 
bladed salad knife, or one with any 
other non-corrosive blade, is not 
only permitted but absolutely cor- 
rect. Where the belief ever came 
from that one must struggle with a 
stiff leaf of lettuce, or, worse yet, 
one of greens, I have never found 
out. Correctly, the rating of a salad 
knife and a fish knife is exactly the 
same. For fish that can by any 
chance have bones in it, a knife is 
necessary. A knife is also provided 
with soft-shell crabs. But with fish 
mousse, or lobster newburg or crab 
meat, or halibut or filet of sole, a 
knife is omitted. In the same way 
precisely, a salad knife should be 
provided for all leaf salads, and 
whenever cheese, such as camem 
bert, accompanies a salad. Chopped 
up chicken or vegetable or shellfish 
or alligator pear salads do not re- 
quire a knife. Alligator pear, served 
a half to each person, is eaten with 
a fork alone if the pear has been 
peeled. But if the half is surround- 
ed with its rind, it is eaten with a 
fork, or, if you prefer, a dessert or 
tea or an orange spoon is equally 
proper.

Housewives should be particular- 
ly interested in the work of the 
committee on foods. With manu- 
factured infants’ foods, milks, salad 
dressings, canned foods of all kinds 
on the market, it is impossible for 
her to tell their purity, worth and 
value. The committee on foods of 
the American Medical Association 
does this, and food manufacturers 
are glad to have their approval on 


their packages. 
Naturally these activities of the 


association make it the target of 


criticism from those drug and food 
manufacturers whose products are 
not approved. Charges of unfair- 
ness and of being a “medical trust” 
arise mostly from such sources. The 
profession in general, however, 
trust and value the work of the as- 
scoiation along these lines. 

It is ever alert to raise the stand- 
ards of public health work, sanita- 
tion and hygiene throughout the 
country and its dependencies.
